S.O. 83(E)/I8AA/IDRA/78.— Wheicns the Cential Gov¬ 
ernment is satisfied from the documentary evidence in its 
possession that the industrial undertaking known as Messrs 
Prabhuram Mills Limited, Chcngannur, Kerala, has been 
closed for a period exceeding three months and such closure 
is prejudicial to the concerned scheduled industry, namely, 
cotton textile industiy, and that the financial condition of 
the company owning the industrial undertaking and (he 
condition of the plant and machinery of the industrial under¬ 
taking are such that it is possible lo i e-start the under¬ 
taking and such re-starting is necessary in the interests of the 
general public ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the pov ers conferred by 
clause, (b) of sub-section (I) of Section 19AA of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, l‘>51 (65 of 1951), 
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the Cental Government hcieby nuthouses the Kerala State 
Textile Corporation Limited (heteiimflcr refericd to as the 
authorised person) to take ovei the management* of the 
whole of the said industrial under taking, subject to the 
following terms and conditions, namely :— • 

(1) The autorised person shall comply with oil directions 

issued from time to time by the Central Govern¬

(2) The authorised person shall hold office foi a period
